The Presidential or Indian Peach Medals were commenced during the administration of 
Mr. Jefferson. When treaties were made with the Indian tribes, it was usual to present to the chief 
these medals in silver. Bearing the head of the President on the obverse, and emblems of peace 
on the reverse. 

Only a sufficient are struck in silver, during each administration as are needed for this 
purpose. All others are in bronze. We have no record of the number struck.
